SERIOUS CRISIS AT LODZ. 
LODZ, Feb. 11—The fifteenth day of the 
strike finds the situation here apparegtly 
no clearer than the day on which the move- 
ment began. The condition of affairs brief- 


its vicinity, and the strikers demand an eight 
hour day, with pay at the rate of 20 kopecks 
(10 cents) an hour, which is between three 
and four times the present rate of pay. 

These demands, which are considered ex- 
travagant, added to the fact that the liberal | 
concessions granted by the employers have 
not been accepted, are taken as proof that 
the strike is a political rather than a labor 
movement. 

The manufacturers offer a ten hour day, 
with an increase of wages of from 5 to 15 
per .cent, and also agree to reduce rents for 
workmen's dwellings. They issued an ulti- 
matum this morning that, unless the strikers 
accept their terms, and return t6 work on 
Monday, the mills will be closed indefinitely. 

Personal relations between masters and 
men are of the friendliest, the masters be- 
lieving that the strike is due to outside in- 
fluences. : 

Strikers Threaten Violence. 

Employers made small advances to the 
men during the strike, but, realizing that 
this was aiding them to prolong the struggle, 
they -decided to cease these payments. The 
strikers resent this stoppage and threaten 
violence. In some instances they have put 
the threat Into effect and caused bloodshed. 

Some of the men are anxious to return to 
work, but it is thought the movement is now 
beyond the control of the leaders, and the 
general opinion is that the strikers will not 
return to work on Monday, and thereafter, 
finding the mills closed and no more pay 
forthcoming, violence will be resumed. Ten 
thousand troops aré now here. 

The governor of Lodz said in an interview 
today: “The manufacturers have made 
every concession possible: Some of them 
wanted to continue to pay strikers, but I 
have forbidden this.” 

The governor added that he hoped order 
would prevail, but that the situation was 
most uncertain and most difficult. 

Business in Lodz is at a complete stand- 
still. The street railway service has been 
suspended and shops open for few custom- 
ers. The strikers mostly remain in their 
homes. Soldiers are everywhere in evidence. 
They are guarding all strategic points and 
are constantly patroling the streets.

TO AID MITCHELL 


Confesses to Save His Son 
from Trial on Crim- - 


HE WILL TELL ALL. 


SAYS 


Another Congressman Indicted 
for Conspiracy to Defraud 
the Government in 
Land Deal. 


Portland, Ore., Feb. 11.—[ Special. }—Former 
Judge A. H. Tanner, Senator Mitchell's law 
partner, today confessed to perjury to save 
his son from prosecution on a similar charge, 
He will appear as a witness against Senator 
Mitchell in the land fraud case. 

When the federal grand jury was Investi- 
gating Senator Mitchell's connection with the 
land frauds Tanner testified that a certain 
business agreement between himself and the 
senator was signed on March 5, 1901. 

Tanner's son swore that the agreement 
was signed last December. The grand jury, 
accepting Tanner’s testimony as true, in- 
dicted the son for perjury. Tanner, learning 
of this, appeared in Judge Bellinger’s court 
today and confessed that he himself was the 
perjurer, 

A&dmits"He Swore Falsely,. 

Tanner perjured himself, according to his 
confession, on Jan. 31, when he showed the 
grand jury an agreemeént signed by- Senator 
Mitchell and himself by which the senator 
was not to receive any return for firm work 
done in any of the government departments. 
He swore that this agreement had been 
signed on March 5, 1901, that Senator 
Mitchell had no bank account in Portland 
and that no moneys had ever been turned into 
the senator’s account. 

Tanner confessed in court today that this 
evidence was false. He admitted that the 
agreement was made last December, told. 
how the division of fees was made between 
Senator Mitchell and himself, Mitchell's 
share usually being sent to him in the shape 
of a deposit tag showing the amount. 


How He Was Led Into Perjury. 

In answer to questions in court today, Mr. 
Tanner explained how he had been led into 
perjury, saying: | 

“When Mr. Mitchell was out here, he 
looked over the old contract, and there was 
a@ clause in it he thought ought to be changed, 
and he told me to fix it, and I then drew it 
up in writing here, changing the particular 
clause that he [Senator Mitchell] thought 
would be dangerous for him, and we signed 
it. 

** At the time that was done, I said to him: 
‘Now, Mr. Robertson is the only man on 
earth, except you and I, that knows to the 
contrary anything about thisagreement, and 
Mr. Robertson will have to corroborate this 
thing. Of coure, it may get us into trouble.’ 

“He said he would see what he could do 
with Robertson, or something of that kind, 
and the contract was left with me in that: 
shape. I have never had any correspondence 
or any words with the senator about it since 
he left here.” 

Tanner's son, Albert H. Jr., testified that 
during Senator Mitchell's visit in Portland 
last December he prepared on a typewriter 
the new agreement between his father and 
Senator. Mitchell, as confessed to by his 
father. This was the testimony young Tan- 
ner had given before the grand jury and 
which compelled his father to confess.

WOMAN’S BODY. FOUND FROZEN 
BY TREE IN DOUGLAS PARK. 


Skater Removes Snow and Makes Dis- 
covery—lIdentified as Anna Canik, 
Who Disappeared Wednesday Night. 


The frozen body of Miss Anna Canik was 
found yesterday in a sitting position Jean- 
ing against a tree in Douglas park. Snow 
covered the body, which, apparently, had 
sat where it was discovered for two or three 
days. It was removed to the county morgue, 
where it was identified as that of Miss Canik, 
who disappeared from her brother’s house, 
1442 South Forty-first court, last Wednesday.

When the treaties were first submitted to 
the senate there was no opposition to them 
from any source, and they were generally 
hailed as a Moderate step in the right di- 
rection. The Clan-na-Gael, singled out the 
treaty with Great Britain on genéral prin- 
ciples, but this did not affect the senate at 
all. Timorous southern senators were at 
first afraid that the repudiated state bonds 
of the south might be made subject to arbi- 
tration, but even this scare died down. — 


_ Domingo Affair Has Effect. 

If it were not for the unfortunate affair ih 
San Domingo, in which it was proposed to 
occupy custom houses without consulting 
the senate, these arbitration treaties might 
have gone through without serious opposi- 
tion. . 

As it is, however, the senate bas become 
alarmed, and fears the president and Sec- 
retary Hay have been meditating an inva- 
sion upon the rights of the senate. It was 
asserted in executive session that the ad- 
ministration had attempted to do in San 
Domingo what it hed absohitely no right 
to do under the constitution except by virtue 
of a treatly duly ratified by the senate. The 
senate also has taken the ground that the 
original arbitration of claims under which 
the United States is now holding the cus- 
tom houses in San Domingo was illegal and 
ubconstitutional. 

Furthermore, stich high authority as 
Spooner of Wisconsin, who now is said to 
be the greatest international lawyer in the 
country, said the famous Pius fund arbitra- 
tion with Mexico was a usurpation of power 
on the part of the president.

The men were-iIndicted in January, 1904, 
charged with cecal bribes from school 
teachers. 

“ The solicitation ot a bribe,” says the 
court, “does not coristitute an atempt to 
accépt or receive’ 4 bribe. The solicitation 
of a bribe is not punishable by’ the laws of 
this state.” 

“No Intent to Punish” Shown. 

Presumably,” the decision ‘ontinues, 
speaking of the present law passed in 1885, 
“the legislature expressed itself fully and 
did not intend to punish a solicitor vasiess he 
actually received the bribe.”’ 

The court says that while the spectacle or a 
public officer soliciting his own purchase is 
disgusting, the court “ should not be called 
upon to outstrip the legislature, and by con- 
struction 4nvent a crime which, with many 
precedents before them, the lawmakers might 
have delineated in a few wor*s while en- 
epngng in the work of remodeling the bribery

Points to Increased Manufacturing. 

There are only two explanations for 
failure. One is that the railroad men Sane 
been an extremely stupid lot.or else they 
have practiced extortion, The records of 
the revenues of Wisconsin roads are the best 
evidence of the latter explanation. As re- 
gards manufacturing, Wisconsin in a decade 
jumped from the seventeenth place among 
the states to the seventh of eighth. This 
does not look as if the railroad men have not 
looked after the manufacturing industries.” 

Mr. Hiland doubted if any railroad man 
who had had experience in ratemaking and 
who had now a position on a railroad could 


$5,000 a year. All competent men now fn the 
railway service were already receiving high- 
er pay when in responsible ponitions than 
that offered by the state. 

It seemed .to be a source of considerable 
gratification in railroad circles that Wiscon- 
sin had not followed the lead of baking in es- 
tablishing a mileage tariff.

“War Tariff” Will Continue. 

When the Rock Istand issued this war tariff 
of 11% cents from Omeha to Baltimore and 
18 cents to New York it was limited to ten 
days. Yesterday official notice’ was given 
that this limit. is removed and the Rock 
Island tariff is now the same as that of the 
other lines, with no time ‘for expiration 
marked. The Illinois Central announced a 
tariff on Iowa corn of 12 to 14 cents to Chi- 
cago, following in the wake of the othér 
lines. The Chicago Great Western is now 
the only line which has not me in low rates 
on. Iowa corn to Chicago. ... 

Not a move was made toward a settlement 
of the rate war over the export traffic of the 
corn belt. Offerings of grain continue light 
and with unfavorable weather throughout 
the west not much business its expected for 
some time. 

Representatives of the railroads leading to 
the Yellowstone park met yesterday at the 
Auditorium and fixed their rates for the com- 
ing summer.

SUED COMPANY IS EXAMINED. 


Inguiry Into Northwestern Guaranty 
Extradition Muddle in Banker 
Hunt Case. 


An investigation was adie yesterday of 
the Northwestern Guaraftity company, 30 La 
Salle street, by State Bank Examiner C. C. 
Jones. The institution was sued on Friday 
by Ald. Joseph Z: UhHr on behalf of thirteen 
of his constituents, who claimed they could 
not, without waiting several years, get back 
money they had paid in. 

Mr. Jones said he found nothing .wrong 
with the concern, but he objected to the use 
of the word “guaranty,” as it implied a 
“bank.” The company has a state charter. 

r Daniel B. Roberts declared the 
trouble due to former agents, who were be- 
hind in their accounts $90. 

Another attempt will be made to bring 
President William H. Hunt of the defunct 
Pan-American bank to Chicago. This an- 
nouncement was made by Attorney Julius 
Heldman after word was received from New 
York that Gov. Higgins had refused to honor 
the requisition papers from the governor of 
Illinois. State's Attorney Healy set to work 
to prepare new documents to meet the ob- 
jections raised in New York.

SEVERE RAIN STORM MARS RAC- 
- ING AT PANAMA PARK. 


Inauguration of American Turf Asso- 
clation’s Course at New Orleans, De- 
spite Adverse Circumstances, 
Proves to Be Successful, Big Crowd 
Seeing the Sport—Garnish Leads in 
the Handicap from Start to Finish 
After a Bad Start. | 


New Orleans, La., Feb. 11.—[{Special.})— 

What had been planned as a swell opening 
of the new New Orleans racetrack was great- 
ly marred by one of the severest storms in 
this section in years.

STAND DISPUTE A 


Intimation That Badgers Will Cat, Chi- 
cago Off Football Schedule Indi-. 
eates Settlement of Damage Claims 
in. Present State of Feeling ‘Might 
Result Disastrousiy for Western 
Athleties-—Progress of Negotiations 
Satisfactory, Says Raycroftt. 


The report that the University of Wiscon- [ 
sin is considering steps which may result in 
a settlement of the grand stand damage 
chilms dispute between that institution and 
Michigan and the University of Chicago was 
received with surprise yesterday by the Mid- 
way athletic authorities. ; 

lf the reports in regard to the attitude of 
the Wisconsin university correctly repre- 
sent the feeling of-the athletic management 
of that institution a speedy settlement of the | 
question is imminent, and that in a way 
that will result disastrously to western col- 
lege athletics. For a settlement forced at 
this time, when none of the three institutions 
has definitely acknowledged itself ready to 
take decided action in the matter, can result 
in only one thing—the total severance of ath- 
letic relations. 

According to the report. which came from 
Madison the general feeling in the student 
hedy of the Badger college in regard to a 
game with Chicago is one of indifference, 
with the intimation that both Wisconsin 
and Michigan may consider it inexpedient 
to play the Midway athletes next fall. 


News Surprise to Chicago. 

Dr. J, E. Raycroft, who. has-been repre- 
senting Chicago in the affair, sa. yesterday 
‘before leaving with tie track team for Cham- 
paign that he was not aware of any intention 
or. desire on the part of Wisconsin to cut the 
Maroons cf thetr list for the feotball season 
and that there had becnu nv evidence in the 
bearing of the Badger athletic representative 
of any entavonism towards Chicago. 

* if the report is authentic,”’ he said, “ it is 
entirely foreign to anything ever expressed to 
me by Graduate Manager Downer in any of 
our conferences. We have been working over 
the matter together with the Michigan rep- 
resentative, and, although we have not yet 
reached common ground, progress has been 
made: towards a satisfactory adjustment of 
affairs, and thus far I have not had any fea- 
son to anticipate any agreement that in the 
end: will be otherwise than satisfactory. 


Proceedings Kept ‘Secret. 

Since the report first appeared last fall 
that a decided cifference existed between 
Chicago and the other institutions, the pro- 
ceedings of the representatives chosen to 
settle Chicago's claims have been kept a 
profound secret. What ‘stand Chicago has 
taken d what requests it has seen fit to 
make fn regard to its claims for damages 
from the other. institutions never have been 
officially made known and the attitudes of 
Michigan and Wisconsin have been kept 
equally In the dark. All that was known 
definitely was, as one of the.maroon athletic 
board at the time-explained. that Chicago 
felt compensation Was due it from the two 
universities for monéy it had been fore+) 
to pay out ‘in damage resulting from 
the’ collapse of a t@mporary grand stand at 
the Badger-Wolverine game in 1902. These 
Claims. Wisconsin and Michigan up to that 
time had evinced no‘intention of paying. 

Despite the strict silence preserved by the 
men empowered -by the three universities to 
act, several things hav@’€?come Known. 
From senti-official sources it has been learned 
that Chicago has. stood firm in all its oPig- 
inal claims, almost Without exception. Al- 
though lacking legal grounds on which to 
insist. on payment from the other universi- 
ties, its position is taken on the ground that , 
the other universities alone were responsi- | 
ble for the érection of the grandstand and 
that they have thus become morally respon- 
sible for injuries received as a result of its, 
collapse. , 

Claims Considered Just. 

It further has been learned that the more 
important claims. advanced by the maroon 
board have been recognized as just both by 
Wisconsin and Michigan, and that these two 
universities have signified their willingness 
to make good the amounts that have been 
lost. There are several points, however, 
which Wisconsin does not yield, and It is the 
disagreement over these that has prolonged 
negotiations to the present stage. 

The exact nature of these stumbling blocks 
has not been definitely stated. It is thought 
by certain persons who have been keeping in 
close touch with affairs that they relate to 
the payment of any future claims which 
Chicago may be called upon to settle. While 
the two universities may feel disposed to 
yield to the extent of reimbursing Chicago 
for the expenses it has incurred up to the 
present thne it is said they hesitate abou* 
committing themselves to things which ‘may 
appear in the'future and which now cannot be 


foreseen. 
No Agreement for Game. 

The fact that the game between Chicago 
and Wisconsfh has not been definitely de- 
cided upon, Maroop Officials say. is not in 
itself necessarily an indication that either 
university is prepared to take any positive

The figuring of the “ dope” sheet wasall - 


wrong. Beginning with an accident to Eck- 
ersall, who was counied upon to win the 
dash, the following events served only to 
increase the difference between the. two 
teams, and by the time the eighth event had 
been run Illinois had sufficient points to lis 
credit to call the meet its own. 


Four New Track Records. 


New track records were broken in four 
events. In the mile run Lightbody took first 
place in a beautiful race, his time being 
4:32%. Rothgeb broke his own record for the 
shot put, establishing a new mark of 42 feet 
l inch. And Gilkérson lowered the time for 
the two mile run by almost a quarter of a 
minute, breasting the tape in 10:02%§. Norris 
took the pole vault, crossing the bar at I! 
feet. 

Wilkins’ patent takeoff operated against 
the maroons. in the pole vault, for, although 
Wilkins himself used it to advantage, his 
team mates soon fell out. The contest nar- 
rowed down to Wilkins and Norris at 10 
feet 10 inches, the latter winning at eleven 
feet. Chicago won the relay race in a pretty 
contest. 

Bad Luck for Chicago. 

A large and enthusiastic crowd of students 
arid townsfolk witnessed the meet and en- 
couraged the Illini. Rothgeb came in for a 
large shdre of the applause. The contest 
began favorably for Ilinois. Bckersall, whom’ 
the maroons had expected to take first piace 
in the dash, strained a- tendon in his weak 
leg. Barker took the second heat in good 
shape, however, beating out Wheeler by @ 
close margin. Scarcely had the newsof Eck- 
ersall’s misfortune passed through the audi- 
ence when it was reported Lightbody had 
thrown his knee out. in ascenaing the stairs 
to the track. He stumbled. white going to 
take ‘his place in the mile run, and at first 
was unable to rise. Although it was neces- 
sary to. aid him to his place. Lightbody

Two Prizes to Conklin. 

Besides winning first prize Conklin took 
down the high run and best single average 
trophies, while Gardner captured the third 
and grand average prizes. i 

Conklin's victory was pleasing to Chicago 
lovers of the game, and no man in the tour- 
ney worked harder to uphold the billiard 
honor of his city than did the local player. 
The winners of the Eagle cup to date are 
Arthur Townsend, Edward W. Gardner, Wil- 
son P. Foss, J. F. Poggenburg, and Charles 
F. Conklin. The conditions of the champion- 
ship trophy call for a contestant to win it 
three times before it becomes his personal 
property,,so each of the above named play 
ers claim a “ leg”’ on it. ' 

The tourney, despite its success, had draw- 
backs, insofar as two of the players, Poggen- 
burg, the 1904 champion, and H. A. Wright, 
were unfortunately compelled to withdraw. 


_ Referees Do Well. 


The most difficult matter the committee 
had to contend with was the training of its 
referees. And, considering the material on 
hand, it did well. Some of the officials made 
mistakes, but none was serious enough to 
affect the result of any of the games. Some 
officiated better than others, but on the 
whole they all did well, and as the contest- 
ants were satisfied with the treatment they 
received those not interested have no cause 
to complain. .The attendance did not, how- 
ever, come up to expectations, because lov- 
ers of the game in general and the public in 
particular labored under the false impression 
it was a private affair.

He 
showed some fine billiards in some of the 
games, especially in his tilt for fourth money 
with Threshie. The latter secured a lead of 
over 100 points on Norris and then was beaten 
300 to 257. His best run was 66, made against 
Conklin, and his high average was made with 
Schmitt. 

Threshie furnished one of the surprises 
when he defeated Sigourney by 300 to 207, 
the Californian’s poorest game. He showed 
flashes of great speed at times, and executed 
some of the mosbrilliant shots of the tour- 
ney. He was particularly strong on draws 
and follows to cushion with heavy english, 
but was weak on nursing and playing the 
lines. 

It remained for Conklin, Sigourney, and 
Gardner to make the affair a rousing success, 
The battles between this trio will be the talk 
in billiard circles for many months.

MILWAUKEE MEETING MAY- AF- 
FECT THE CONGRESS. 


One Week from Tomorrow the Rival 
Forces of Karpf of Dayton and 
Langtry of the Brewery Town Will 
Try for Supremacy on Question of 
Individual Membership for A. B. C. 
—Annual Cry for Three Years to Be 

_ Raised Again at This Meeting- 


One week from tomorrow the rival bowling 
forces of Samuel Karpf of Dayton, O., and 
Abraham L, Langtry of Milwaukee will meet 
at Milwaukee. Primarily they will elect one 
of the candidates secretary to the American 
bowling congress. Although the success of 
either man is not likely to affect the na- 
tional organization materially, the adoption 
of the platform announced by the local man 
may have great bearing on its future. 

The main plank is individual membership 
for the A. B. C., while Karpf, in the an- 
mouncement of his candidacy last week, 
states plainly his belief that such a move 
eventually would destroy the A. B. C. and 
greatly injure the sport. He strongly up- 
holds the present constitution and bylaws. 

It is possible for Langtry to be elected to 
the office without any changes in these be- 
ing made, but it is probable that the candi- 
dates will me 4 or fall with their respective 
platforms. . 


Two Organizations Must Separate. 

Mr. Karpf's opening guns have been heard 
in Milwaukee. Already the bowlers there 
are taking pot shots at him. President 
Charlies Moll of the Milwaukee National 
Tournament company, who is also a member 
of the executive board of the A. B. C., says: 

“The time is ripe to divorce the American 
bowling congress. The manufacturers of 
bowling supplies have retarded the progress 
of the government of one of the greatest 
sports of the country long enough. Never 
has there been a time when the bowlers of the 
country have had this opportunity, and now 
all that is necessary is for them to instruct 
their delegates to vote for the individual 
membership plan and for A. L. Langtry for 
secretary.”’ 

Divorce of the manufacturers from the 
A. B. C. has been an annual cry for the last 
three years. Yet each time it has been found 
that codperation rather than divorce was 
preferabie. The manufacturer who would 
knowingly retard the progress of the sport 
would be the equivalent of the men who killed 
the goose that laid the golden eggs. The 
present popularity of the game and the as- 
sured success of the coming tournament at 
Milwaukee would indicate that the efforts 
of the manufacturers to stem the tide had not 
met with unqualified success. 


Manufacturers Aid the Sport. 


It was the manufacturers whe financed 
many of)the teams tKhat toured the country, 
whose exhibitions did as much as anything 
to initiate the general public into the science 
of the game. In the early history of the 
A. B. C. Karpf and W. V. Thompson, who 
both held office, did missionary work that 
the A. B. C. was not in a position to pay to 
have done. No one will accuse them of being 
disinterested, for in helping the congress 
they helped themselves. Many are promi- 
nent in the bowling world, because it helps 
them in their respective businesses or pro- 
fessions.

Question of Bridge Etiquette. 

A query in regard to bridge etiquette has 
been propounded and it appears that the 
question has aroused considerable discus- 
sion in north side circles. The situation was 
as follows: 

At the twelfth trick the oldest hand (leader) 
led the commanding spade; dealer trumped 
and then led the thirteenth spade. The 
leader knew that the dealer was committing 
a revoke, and asks whether, in such a case, 
it would be proper -to call the opponent's 
attention to the error and prevent the revoke. 
This, of course, is not at all a question of 
law, but of etiquette. There is, however, no 
more reason why, from a mistaken idea of 
fair play, an opponent should be prevented 
from making a revoke than that he should 
be prevented from making a mistake in play 
during the progress of the deal. Moreover, it 
is the duty of every player to ask his partner, 
when the latter renounces a suit, whether he 
has a card of that suit, and when both of 
them fail they should cheerfully pay the 
penalty demanded by the laws, which is 
not excessive. 


New Code Is Welcome. 
There is a general feeling of relief amongst 


‘ 


code of laws which supersedes all others. It 
is perhaps unfortunate that in the committee 
of revision so small a section of this country 


have been accepted by our leading clubs and 


it is understood that the penalty of taking 
turn was abolished only by the strenuous 


land and Turf clubs of London, and that the 
American players favored its retention in the 
new code. There is little question, how- 
ever, that players generally will be glad to 
see the law rescinded. Those who play the 
game for pleasure, and to whom the stake is 
only an incident,. object seriously to being 
compelled to watch themselves at all times 
in order that they may not run afoul of some 
penalty or other. The game requires enough 
concentration as it is, and should not be made 
a game for professionals only. 

It is amusing to note that some of the faults 
of the old English code of whist laws have 
crept into the present laws of bridge. Nota- 
ble among them is the expression “ being 
called upon to win or lose a trick,” which 
the solons of the American Whist league 
have carefully eradicated from the whist 
laws. 

One of the best changes in the new code 
is that which prohibits players from looking

Second, that there shall be a new deal; provided, 
that no declaration as to doubling has been made. 
Should the dealer’s partner pass the declaration to 
the dealer it shall be the right of either adversary 
to claim a new deal or to compel the offending 


player to declare the trump; provided, that no 


declaration as to doubling has been made. 

Law 47. The adversaries of the dealer must not 
consult'as to which of the penalties under the fore- 
going law shall be exacted. 

‘Law 48. If either of the dealer’s adversaries 
makes a declaration, the dealer may, after looking 
at his hand, either claim a new deal or proceed as if 
no declaration had been made. , 

Law 49. A deciaration once made cannot be 
altered.

Get Story, Then Tell ft. _ 

As to the actual writing of the short story, 
there have been many volumes written. The 
story teller should always have before him 
the fact that he must have a story to tell be- 
fore he sits down and tries to tell one. He 
must have something to write, or he will 
never write anything fit to print. He may 
have a perfect knowledge of literary craft, 
but if he bases his hopes for success on such 
foundation he will find that the cold earth 
will rise up and smite him mightily. The 
men who have made successes worthy the 
name in the short story field are men who 
have had something to tell, + i have seen 
and felt and know. 

Kipling, London, Conrad know whereof 
they write, and have the stories to tell. On 


the other hand, the man with a story'to tell .. 


who does not know how to tell it is more 
helpless thanyhe who could tell a 
has none to tell. The succéssful short story 
writer is produced when these two qualifi- . 
cations are found in one perqon. 


Must Keep On Trying. - 
Every one with a grain of common sense 
in his makeup can tell whether or not he. 
has a story to tell. The proper method of 
trying is to write the story, write it once, 
then write it again, and then rewrite it. Then 


gend it to.the editor of a reputable maga- | 


zine. If it comes back send it out again, and 
again, until it has been read by enough men 
to determine that the first rejection or two 


“were not matters of chance. 


Don’t: get discouraged! Rewrite the story 
and send it on its journeying again. Write 
another while the first story is out and mail 
that also. This is the only way of getting 
a verdict on stories. ° 

There are bureaus of literary criticism 
where for 50 cents per 1,000 words the 
writer may get expert opinion and criticism. 
Most of them are run by people who have 
failed at story writing. The beginner had 
better Bteer clear of them. If he or she has 
a literary friend it will be a help to get such 
opinion on it. But in the end the aspirant 
must rise or fall on merit and individual 

t. 

The writer’ who has progressed so as to 
have the first story accepted has gone far 
in the craft. Then is the time for the a 
thor to curb his good opinion of himself and 
dig all. the harder into his work. The coun- 
try is full of writers who got one story print- 
ed, and, getting careless with their work, 
went down to ultimate failure. One swallow 
does not make a summer and one story print- 
ed does not make a writer 

Acceptance First Step to Fame. 

‘But the first acceptance is the first step 
up the rungs of fame's ladder. It is the 
breaking of the barriers that separate the 
short story writer from checks. It is not the 
end of the whole climb, but it is the beginning 
of the end. Many things come easier after it; 
and the novice has more confidence, 

There can be no choosing of the kind of 
stories one will write. Hach writer must 
write the kind of story that is nearest to him 
or her, the kind that he or she understands 
and is interested in. All other work is sure 
to prove weak and insipid. As to remunera- 
tion, the average among the better class of 
magazines is slightly less than 2 cents per 
word. Perhaps $50 may be placed as a fair 
estimate of the price paid for the average 
short story. After the writer has made 
something of a reputation higher prices will 
be offered him. The writer of reputation 
can command his own price. )

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Man with Seatless Trousers? 


OU do not know what life or 

' humanity is until you have 
been in a, gtéeat city, a 
Stranger, and with the seat out 
your trousers. 

In the search. for employment three 
things. are the factors that go to win suc- 
cess—satisfactory reference, experience, and 
good appearance. What chance, then, it may 
be asked, has the moneyless stranger with 
the statless trousers? 

If to a lack of the three factors mentioned 
tnere be added the disadvantage of a crim- 
inal eareer the problem becomes even more 
perplexing. It is impossible of solution, 
however, and if the man be willing to work 
the ban which society imposes on the money- 
less stranger with the seatless trousers and 
with a questionable past will not prevent him 
irom making a start toward prosperous citi- 
zenship in city martes. 

Certain .occupations, because of their na- 
ture, are,-on the one hand, the last straws 
at which men grasp, endeavoring to check 
the momentum of their downward flight; 
end, on the other hand, are the first rounds 
for some who, after a-nrultitude of reverses, 
perhaps, are beginning once again to climb 
the ladder successward. Some, so frequent- 
ly worsted as to have sickened of effort, and 
eatisfied with the arduous demands and 
small competence, beccme fixtures, but the 
}ersonnel of the workers in these lines or- 
é:narily is continually fluctuating. They 
soon gravitate if the last straw is unsustain- 
irg, or soon climb to the next round. : 


Find Work in Addressing. 

With the thousandg of offices in large cities, 
and the tremendous bulk of advertising 
matter they send through the mail, the 
demand for'men to fold circulars and address 
envelopes is insistent. Some concerns, styled 
addressing tompanies, specializing in this 
work, employ a great number of men. They 
do not require references from the applicants 
for work, and would as readily employ a 
man with seatless trousers as one immacu- 
lately dressed. Nearly every applicant is 
given .a trial. 

Ability to‘ write an address legibly and ac- 
curately is the only requirement. Speed, 
though desirable, is not essential, as pay is 
given for the work accomplished at the rate 

of $1 per 1,000 envelopes addressed or circu- 
jars folded. The average of wages is from 
$1 to $1.50 per day. 

Addressing is the last straw for hundreds, 
and the first round for as many—frequently 
for the ‘man with a “hole in his record,” for 
on leaving the work, if he has rendered faith- 
ful service atid re€stablished his integrity, 
he receives @ recommendation which will 
once more permit him to compete with

Stranger to find the artist who needs him. 

The well groomed man has no more fayor- 
able consideration than his more unfortunate 
fellow. If .the prospective model's hat is 
shabby, his sleeves shiny with grease of

things which recommend him. If he has 
the proper hat, clothes fashionably cut, neck- 
wear and shoes neat, and,‘ above all, wears 
his clothes with an air of distinction, the 
fashion plate artist may hail him with de- 
light. Without any clothes he may: be val- 
uable, for there is a demand for well devel- 
oped, symmetrical figures. 

Besides filling the particular need, the 
model is required to stand motionless in one 
position for twenty minutes.

twenty minutes a short rest is permitted. 
Some poses, however, such as that in the

“Supering” at Theaters. 

*Supering,” or “ doing extra,” in the thea, 
ters affords means to realize a ready dollar. 
In one play recently produced at a Chicago 
theater more than 800 “supers * were em- 
ployed, receiving 50 cents for each appear- 
ance. The “ dress suit men,” who appeared 


in evening dress furnishéd by themse re - 
oy FO ppeare, and twice, disheveled and with 


‘ceived $10 per week. 

In this decupation the moneyless stranger 
with the seatiess trousers has equal oppor- 
tunity with his most affluent fellow citizen. 
Volumes of references would not assist a 
man to work as a “ super.’”’ The fortunate 
ones are selected by the back doortender, or 
* super captain,” from a motley mob of per- 
sons who clamor, jostie, and sometimes fight 
for his attention. As the “‘ super'’s appear~ 
ance is usually in costume, clothing is not 
an element of consideration. | . 

.@hosen for Their Looks. 

The men are selected with regard to the 
needs of the play, fat or lean, tall or short, 
aceording to the demands of the playwright’s 
stage directions. With the habitual “ super,” 
the mob is the favorite field for his activity, 
for in ‘a mob every type of physical man is 
available. 

If consistent in figure and of sufficient in- 
telligence to follow instructions, the appli- 
cant is accepted. He is-worked through a 
hasty rehearsal and in a few hours makes his 
Gébut upder the eye of the director, and woe 
to him who goes wrong then. He must pot 
* play to the gallery,” must do nothing which

will individyalize him to the audi- 
ence, must shout at the proper mo- 
ment, and only. then. 

Being a * mob” is not particularly simple. 
Wonderful is the director who can convey to 
it an idea of climax. The average mob shouts 
with equal Intensity at every stage of the 
Consequently, the man who mani- 
fests a knowledge of the proper conception, 
motive, and action is noticeable. ‘“‘ Super- 
ing "’ for him is sometimes the first round. He 
is recognized and when opportunity affords is 
given light speaking parts, and the first round 
is left behind.

Is Brilliance 
in Surgery

NW American daily has recently pub- 
lished a short extract of an address 
of Gir Frederick Treves, which ap- 
peared in the Young Man under the 
startling heading, “Brilliant Sur- 
geons Not Wanted.”

There is no opera bouffe in such a state- 
ment. It is a serious truth The Cuban 
campaign in ou® own war was made on 
canned meat; the Boers were subdued by 
canned meat fed Tommy Atkins; Russia and 
Japan are fighting merrily’ on the same diet 
in the main; and, in all cases, it is Chicago 
meat. The powers “ see’ the Chicago can- 
ners before they begin a war nowadays. Part 
of “the white man’s burden” in his con- 
quest of the world is sure to be a package of 
canned meat with a Chicago label. 


If there is any industry in which America. 


is preéminently in the lead it is the canned 
meat industry. Five times as much canned 
meat is made in this country as is made in 
the rest of the world combined. Chicago is, 
of course, the great leader in American cities. 
Ninety-five per cent of the.canned meat put 
up in this country is canned in Chicago. In 
round numbers 500,000,000 cans of the prod- 
uct are shipped from Chicago canneries each 
year. These range from -the small four 
ounce tin to the one containing fourteen 
pounds, and cover the entire field of canned 
meats. The firm with the “ fifty-seven varie- 
ties” is eclipsed completely by the “ 101 
varieties ” which one Chicago firm includes 
in its price list. 


Use of Canned Meats General. 
The scope to which the industry has been 
developed in this country will prove a sur- 
prise to the uninitiated. The enforced econ- 
omy of housekeeping, due to flat life and oth- 


er restrictive conditions of metropolitan ex-_ 


istence, has brought the American house- 
wife to become a confirmed user of canned 


goods. 

Important as is the trade of governments 
and armies to canners, the increased house- 
hold consumption of their product is the 
greatest factor In the business at the present 
day. Where the housewife used one can of 
canned meat three years ago she now uses 
two. The consequence is an actual doubling 
of the business in this country, and as a,7¢- 
sult the canners are bending their energies 
to produce the goods that the housewife buys. 

Out of this has come the canning of every 
tmaginable kind of meat product and sev- 
eral products which no imagination could 
conjure up as susceptible to canning. For- 
merly corned beef, roast beef, ham, bacon, 
and a few lines of potted fowl represented a 
line of canned goods. Now the woman upon 
whom company descends without announce- 
ment can, from a complete line of the goods, 
arrange a really elaborate dinner menu in a 
few minutes. 

The fear that a dinner of canned goods 
would be monotonous must be dispelled when 


one reads what might be had In eveg a de- 
cidedly simple selection. A canned gbods 


ménu might read as follows: 
Relish. 
Cervelat sausage sliced. 
Chicken. Consommé Julienne. 
Entrées. 
Ox tall, with caulifiower, purée of potatoes, or 
Fried Vienna sausage, purée of potatoes, —.

This is only a small example of what may 
be done with a canned goods dinner. There 
are a hundred combinations that may be 
made, The housekeepers of the country are 
beginning to learn this, and it is declared 
that a complete stock of canned meats is at 
present as indispensable to the well equipped 
grocery store as is sugar and coffee. The 
quality of canned goods has increased along 
with the quantity produced, and today has 
reached what is possibly as near to perfeo- 
tion as anything can well be.

Ordinarily in the pearl markets the gem 
is regarded for the perfection indicated as it 
comes from the shell, The dealer, az a rule, 
does not bank upon the perfecting of it by 
the skinning process. But occasionally a pearl 
of considerable size is not round, and yet 
in luster is promising. These “ button” 
pearls are bought cheaply enough for tho 
buyer occasionally to risk “ skinning.” And 
mot infrequently the worker is rewarded 
richly.

whose salaries do not permit of much being 
laid aside, have to avail themselves of many 
ways and means.to make something to take 
the place of the énvelopes that are\handed 


out of the pay wagon. 
6: 

Stars Have Easy Time. 

The stars of the circus have no such trou- 
bles. Many of the performers are in similar- 
ly fortunate positions. The stars make so 
much, many of them, that the long layoff of 
the winter means nothing more to them than 
a much désired vacation, during which some 
of the hard earned increment may be used to 


help support the poor bookmaker or the keep- — 


ers of fine hotels. Not that the star of the 
sawdust ring dissipates or squanders in high 
living the result of a summer’s work, but the 
manner in which he or she lives is riotous lux- 
ury compated to the existence the less lu- 
minous satellites of the show eke out during 
the closed season. 

Many of the performers find work during 
the winter on the various vaudeville circuits. 
There are at present at least four “acts” 
on the local stage taken from the ranks of 
circus performers. The field on the stage-is 
narrow, however, for the circus man .or 
woman. A bareback rider is distinctly out of 
place in a vaudeville bill, as are nearly all 
horse acts with the exception of the man with 
the “thinking” stallion. Trained dogs oc- 
casionally change from the sawdust to the 
footlights, but the only class of performers 
who can consistently rely upon the stage to 
furnish them employment after the circus 
shuts down are the acrobats. Yet even these 
“artists” are so numerous aside from the 
number recruited each winter from the cir- 
cus that there is sure to be a Jarge number 
of them who must iook for a living outside of 
their own craft. 

hundreds Seek for Work. 

At the winter quariers a few men are kept 
tc care for the animals. The rest of the army 
that makes up a circus’ personne! makes its 
iving.away from the stage or the winter 
quarters during Ahe off season. There are 
bareback riders, trapeze performers, clowns, 
aerial “kings” and “ queens “ by the score, 
and “ringmen”’ and cativas merf by the 
hundreds who are thrown out of work each 
year when the circus closes down. 

Then they do not worry about what their 
acts are nor how they are received: The 
main object is to make a living for a few 
months, and they are not particular by what 
means they make it. They flock to the large 
cities and find employment there In every 
manner of occupation that can be imagined, 
and stay until the spring. 

“T have no doubt that if any well known 
showman put an ad, ‘ Wanted—Circus peo- 
ple. out of work,’ any week in Tae Sunpay 
Tripunwe he would receive applications from 
at least 600 big show people who are scat- 


a theatrical agent. “it is a safe bet that 
there is this number of people here this win- 
ver wifo are only waiting for the spring to 
show up, when they will quit their temporary 
positions and filt to Baraboo and the other 
places where big: shows rendesvous. It 
would be hard work to find them now, and 
you wouldn’t find them by looking for people 
who look like performers or ring employés. 
But they right. 


Take All Kinds of Jobs. 

“In restaurants, where some of them get 
jobs for the winter, im ‘storec, offices, ship- 
pl.gs rooms, in fact, any place where an ofd 
man will fit In you can find the circus man 
in winter time, The women also many of 
them go to work. Of course most of them 
have a little money laid by from the sum- 
mer’s wages, and when they go to work they 
try to get something in theiz own ling first 
before going any place else. Some of then 
may be found doing stunts ‘n the museums 
when they can’t get on with any circuit. — 

“Pailing in anything lik: this they’ go 
into, hing else. There is a snake 
charmer working in @ Dearborn street book 
bindery. Her name, in the -ummer, is Mme. 
Fiora. It is plain Miss Something in the 
winter and her pay is only a fraction of 
what it is in circus season. But it is a case 
of work or go broke, and she works. One of 
the large State street stores has a demon- 
strator at work during the Christmas season 
who does a trapeze act with a small show in 
the summer. I know a woman rider who has 
been coming in here waiting for a chance ta 
sign on the elreuit who is working in adown- 
town restaurant as a waitress, 

“The men of course get inte a greater 
variety of occupations. They nearly always 
manage to get work, for they are an apt, 
adaptable lot of men ana pay is a small con- 
sideration to them, as their prime object In 
working is only to éearn.a living. They are 
willing to take nearly any kind of work, too, 
and this helps them keep busy for the season, 


- Not Among “ Bum” Class. 

“It must not be thought that they are to 
be found in any number among the * bum’ 
clement of the city, for they are not. Mostof 
them have got some money laid by, and they 
manage to keep their above the low 


water mark, evep if it is some time before’ 


they find anything to do. 

“There is a minor clown performer who 
finds work each year with a wall paper 
heuse in the city. The rush season in this 
business starts in about the time that the 
circus game is dead, and this fellow generally 
steps from the circus ring to the shipping 
room of a Wabash avenve paper firm. None 
of the men with whom he works, not even 
his employer, knows what he does in the 


, summer, and undoubtedly many of the men 


with whom he comes iato contact laugh at 
his antics in the ring without knowing that 
it is their fellow workman oi the winter. 

“A great number of canvas men and is- 
borers around a circus come from small 
towns, and in the winter they make their way 
there. They find work in many lines where 
strength and agility areata premium. Some 
of them become brakemen; some do chores

“ But_whatever their work happens to be 
when notice is sent that the show is.enlist- 
ing its army of help again they will drop 
it and manage to get to the town from where 
the start is made even if they have to beat 
their way. They may be barkeepers or 
waitresses, persons of leisure or vaudeville 
performers, brakemen or clerks during the 
winter months; but when it Is time for the 
show to start out they instantly become 
acrobats, bareback riders, trapeze perform- 
ers, clowns, ring men, 6r canvas handlers—in 
a word, just what they were the summer be- 
fore, show people.”

He 
took the true road to his success, however, 


ORTICULTURDBin all its branches 

- t agriculture desiccated and in- 

temsified. Floriculture is one of 

its branches. The marvelous growth 

the industry enjoyed since 1875 is the 
wonder of the world. 

It is true that previous to that year there 
were in the cities of the eastern states and 
a few southern towns establishments on a 
small scale devoted to the growth of plants 
and a few cut flowers, and as a rule the 
products of these were sold directly to the 
consumer. Such were the forerunners of th 
young giant of today. Se: 

The United States census report for 1900 
shows that in that year there were 6,159 
commercial florists in the United States. 
More.than. one-half of the establishments 
have less than three acres, indicating that the 
land other than that under glass and occu- 
pied by small buildings is a small improved 
tract. Of the total of 42,662 acres reported 
84704 acres, or 813 cent, are improved 
land. | 

The total investment in land, buildings, and 
other improvements was $50,708,671. The in- 
vestment in land was $28,024,715 and in build- 
ings and other improvements $22,683,956, 
while the value of implements was $1,366,387. 

The total product was $18,422,522, or an 
average of $2,991:for each florist.. This in- 
cluded $17,877,860 of florists’ products and 
$1,044,662 of miscellaneous products. The ex- 
penditure for labor was $4,155,979, or 22.6 per 
cent of the total value of the products, show- 
ing a higher ratio among the florists than 
in most other lines of agriculture. 

* 


Floriculture Stimulates Trade. 

It will thus be readily understood what an 
important stimulus floriculture has become 
to other trades and businesses. For instance, 
a few years ago the manufacturers of glass 
scarcely gave the florists’ trade any consider- 
ation; now there is as much competition for 
the florists’ trade as there is for that of the 
house builders. Then there are the boiler- 
makers, of which there are upwards of a 
score who make only boilers for horticul- 
tural buildings. Miles and miles of iron pip- 
ing is used from year to year, Millions of 
feet of lumber is used, special cypress lum- 
ber Being used for sash bars at a price far 
in wa@vanée of other kinds. Then there are soil, 
manure, cement, paints, oils, and packing 
material. Many establishments keep their 


gwn carpenters, painters, pipefitters, and 


engineers. 
The quantities of coal necessary to heat 


these establishments is enormous. Several 
establishments in the neighborhood of Chi- 
cago are among the largest consumers in the 
business. At one of these immense flower 
and plant factories belonging to a city al- 
derman there were consumcd last season 
80,000 tons. veh 

Every city has its parks where flowers are 
‘extensively grown at all seasons. It may be 
asked, why has the business of floriculture 
made euch rapid strides, inasmuch as flowers 
are luxuries? It may easily ve explained the 
wealth of our country is the main factor. 
Without wealth floriculture as a business 
could not exist. The taste of the people for

. Word “Engineer” Abused. 

To-the expert in these days there is a cer- 
tain sense of absurdity in the way the word 
enginéer has been used and abused. To 
the average reader the term “ mechanical 
engineer” Is connected with the work of a 
mere machinist in steam engineering, when 


‘Jn reality tt is a generai term covering steam, 


civil. electrical, mining. agriculturai, and 
chemical engineering. 
Not long ago in Chicago an oocasion arose 
in. which a dozen electrical engineers were 
called together. In conversation among 
themselves it developed that every man of 
the group had been graduated from college 
with the dégreé of bachelor of science and 
afterward had gone back to special schools 
for his electrical engineering. Long ago the 
degree “ B. S.”" passed into the realms of the 


unmeaning. That degree belonged to the age 


ef education when all. instruction was the- 
cry, and it has no place in the present, when 
ail instriction Is practice. Today, for the 
young man taking up electrical engineering, 
for instance, there is no theory. spr 

Taking up the work as he should, he will 
ecnsider every vasic principle of it. A few 
years. ago, a nigat schoo! in Chicago decided 
to give special courses in street railway and 
lighting branches. It was discovered’ at 
ence that the oranch instruction prompted 
the student to pass by the basic course and 
aevote himself to the speciality, and in con- 
sequence the special work wag dropped from 
the course. 


Night Schools Are Prosperous. 

The night school in Chicago technologicai 
courses has comeé to be an institution out- 
classing the corresponding day classes in 
many respects, Frequently there may be 200 
in a day class and 1,200 in the night Classes, 
Many of those in night engineering’ classes 
are carrying on their day’s work unimpeded 
by the study,’ In_one school there is a group 
of motormien from a streét railway, dnd the 
instructor finds them among his brightest 
students; they are practical in every way 
and ‘from thefr work they get just enough 
exercise to keep them in good physical con- 
dition at all times. Time and again it has 
been the experience of the theorist before 
these night classes that he bas been pulled 
to pieces at the mere threshold of an evening. 

It is through the night school that the be- 
lated ones seeking electrical engineéring 
science may hope to achieve their ambitions. 
In the better schools both clags and labora- 
tory work are equally available and at terms 
within reach of the person earning fair com- 
pensation during the day. In the mere ap- 
plication toe a school for matriculation, the 
ambitious one may gain benefits through the 
advice of an instructor whose heart may be 
in his work. Men apply for admission to 
classes in electrical engineering who are 
unable to drive a nail with a hammer. It is 
not so much thet an electrical engineer 
should know how to drive nails or temper a 
cold chisel, but it is: pretty well settled that 
the adult who has not some adaptability in 
handling tools has not the qualifications 
necessary to become a competent electrical 


engineer. 


. Advantages of Night Schools, . 
The night school has tts decided advan- 


*tagés in many cases. It has been argued 


inst whether it be profitable for 
a ten to take a Year fn school, then a year 
in the shop, and another year in the school. 
A Chicago authority is expressly opposed to 
the scheme, advising always against the 
student's leaving the school for the shop. 
He argues that It is too hard for an active 
man to leave a shop where he has been earn- 


cussed and the best system of propagation is 
scientifically explained. 

The market prices of all flowers in all the 
large cities are given each week, reports of 
all shows appear, doings of florists in Eng- 
Iand, France, Germany, Italy, and even Aus- 
tralia are given from time to time. There 
is also quite a number of other papers, both 
weekly and monthly, in which foriculture is 
given, prominent attention. 

There is a society of American florists 
which was established in 1885 with a mem- 
bership reaching into the thousands, besides 
which there is a national chrysanthemum so- 
clety and a national carnation society. There 
are horticultural societies in Chicago, Bos- 
ton, New York, and Philadelphia as well 
as others in many smaller towns. 

Strangely enough, of more than 2,000 


_ Varieties of roses that are catalogued 


and grown:there re scarcely a dozen 
kinds adapted for growing successfully in 
green houses during the winter moriths. 
These are American Beauty, Bride, Bride- 
maid, Liberty, Meteor, La France, Ma Chat- 
enay, Golden Gate, Ivory, Perle des Jardins, 
Sunrise, and Uncle John. Rose growers are 
in expectation of having a sengational new 
flower next year. Its name is Richmond and 
was raised at Richmond, Ind. It ie as large 
and as bright and as sweet as the famous 
old Gen, Jacqueminot. 


Five Roses Sold for $4,000 Each. 


Enormous prices are paid for the control 
of some of the new roses. During the last 
fifteen or twenty years $4,000 and $5,000 each * 
have been paid for five roses, none of which 
is grown today for winter flowering, as they 
proved inferior to existing kinds. The culti- 
vation of roses for cut flowers is more or 
less fraught with uncertainty and requires 
at all times careful watching as to tempera- 
ture, watering, airing, and grooming. 

‘ Carnations are grown in enormous quanti- 
tles everywhere, but more are grown in Chi- 
cago and vicinity than in any other district. 

It is within the last twelve years that car- 
nations have made such rapid strides. In 
looking over a catalogue of varieties that 
were at the top in 1806, there is scarcely one 
ef them grown today. New varieties are 
obtained which displace those popular a year 
or two ago. 

Extremely fancy prices have been quoted 
d@ givén for seedling carnations. For in- 
stance, it was stated that $30,000 was paid 
for the Mrs. T. W. Lawson, but it is well 
known that the price was quite frenzied. It 
is a fact, however, that $10,000 In more 
than one instance has been paid to secure 
a new kind, and there are several transac- 
tions recorded where from $4,000 to $8,000 
has changed hands. ==

Practice, Not Theory, Wins. | 

Looking over some of the successes In the 
electrical fleld in Chicago and over some of 
the possibilities of the future toward the 
perfecting of the science, an authority has 
said: 

“A few years more will see the develop- 
ment of a third and better prepared genera- 
tion of: electrical experts, and It fs safe to 
say that they will be the result of a combina- 
tion of a practical training, thoroughly mixed 
with a theoretical education.”” The author- 
ity admits that much of the knowledge in the 
field today has been acquired In the school 
cf * hard knocks,” yet out of 100 men who are 
at the top of the electrical engineer's art in 
Chicago at this time, he has prepared a 
striking list bearing upon thelr agesand their 
salaries. 

The average age of these men is 8814 years, 
the extremes running from 27 years to 4 
years, and indicating that the business is in 
charge of young men. At 27 years old the 
young man is worth $2,170 a year, Increasitig 
until at 88 years old, the average salary is 
$4,000. In groups, five of the 100 men have 
salaries of more than $10,000 a year; nine 
have incomes between $5,000 and $10,000, 
sixty-six have incomes. between $2,400 and 
$5,000; and twenty have incomes under $2,400.

Chrysanthemums Have No Rival. 

Chrysanthemums in their season have no 
rival, and they are to be had in all their 
glory from the first of October to Christmas. 
The chrysanthemum varieties are numerous, 
no less than 8,600 being catalogued at the 
present time. Great changes annually oc- 
cur in the righting of any collection. In ad- 
dition to the hundreds of seedlings raised in 
America and Burope each year the Austra- 
Hans have perfected flowers the like of which 
was never even dreamed of. Many of the 
flowers are eleven inches tn diameter, while 
many of the colors are entirely new to the 
family. 

Plants of various kinus are important fac- 
tors in the florist’s business. Among these 
are palms, ferns, and others known as fo- 
liage plants for window decoration, which 
are in season all the year. 

The flowering plants mostly used for the 
house are bulbs of all kinds, lilies, azaleas, 
geranitums, primroses, chrysanthemums, 
ecinerarias, and begonias, all of which come 
along In their regula. seasons.

College Professor’s Woe 


lay public ordinarily dismisses the 
college professor as a man with his 
head in the clouds of theory, seeing 
the student body through these vapor- 

sereens and falling to associate 
him with anything material or practical or 
vital in the everyday life of the world out- 
side the campus, _ 

It may be a new suggestion to even the 
student body to ask it just where it thinks 
the influence of the faculty begins and ends. 

As a matter of fact, a president and faculty 
of a college or university which might set 
itself to stop short of anything toviching the 
personal and community life of such a school 
would land in the bankruptcy of Impotence 
and incompetence within a year. Hazing 
almost universally is frowned upon by the 
colleges and the universities. 

* 

Much Reste with Faculty, 

But how many hazings in the tast six 
months have been connived at by members 
of school faculties? How many students 
have left schools because of general lack of 
interest, or some kindred reason satisfying to 
themselves, when in reality it was at the 
express request of the president of the school 
or through the influences of some one of the 
faculty? 

fn the problems of a great school there are 
things so vitally needing to be done, and 
which the school cannot afford to do. That 
is, it cannot do it as a school, when perhaps 
the welfare of the school is dependent upon 
its being Gone. In my experience in schools, 
some of this work has fallen to me—work 
that has never been suggested in any pre-, 
paratory school for the equipment of the 
pedagogue, and yet work that has been of the 
highest necessity to those institutions in 
which I have tried always to earn my salary. 
Some of these “ odd jobs ” In pedagogy recur 
tome now as in much lighter vein than while 
I was going through them as a duty. 

One of these that gave me several kinds of 
trouble while it jasted began in Michigan 
and landed me in jail in Fargo, N. D. It all 
came about. through a matriculant from 
Fargo. Ostensibly, an inquiring father had 
written, making all arrangements for the 
new student, and when he afrived he was a 
typical westerner, of giant frame and 
broncho busting disposition. He would have 
been called “ qu<ar” from the first, and he 
got queerer in the first week. Before the 
second week was over we had the man in jail 
for detention as insane. , 


"Comes Back Despite Insanity, 


But a jury declared against his insanity 


' and the sheriff couldn’t see his way to hold- 


ing the man in jail. So the fellow came back 
totheschool, to his dormitory and his classes, 
where he was busy making threats against 
members of the faculty. who had caused his 
arrest ana detention. When we insisted 
that the-state do something in the matter we 
Jearned that it would not doso for the reason 

fellow was not a Michigan man. 


‘And yet to depoft a man is a crime under 


the United Stateslaw! $§=§... 

Of course, it wasn’t exactly a deportation. 
I was driving in the sheriff's buggy epe win- 
ter afternoon when I met the student in the 
street. I asked him to ride with me, and 
then confided to him that I was making a 
sneak from the school because the faculty 
had feelings against me, as it had against 
my passenger. I told him I was going west 
and asked him if he wouldn't like to go 
along. He went, of course, and our expense 
money was furnished by the school. 

At Bt. Paul the fellow made trouble for 
me, and I saved myself by picking a wrangle 
with the parcels agent who was behind some 
strong, iron bars. The checker no doubt 
thinks I was the crazy one, but when I had 
him dancing mad and had set the insane man 
upon him—then called him off and made the 
fellow think that I was some one to be de- 
fended on the rest of the trip-—my own pur- 
poses had been accomplished. 


* 
Arrested and Locked in Jail. 

I learned from the fellow en route that he 
was a resident of Fargo, and had been palmed 
off upon the Michigan school through the 
action of the Probate.court. 1 was pretty 
well fortified with fact when I got there 
with my man, and by good luck the court 
was in session. I went in with a smiling 
face, and within five minutes was under ar- 
rest at the order of the court, charged with 
deporting a man and bringing him a pauper 
into Nerth Dakota.

Making Farming Popular. 

That hundreds of young men have become 
active workers in soil is largely due to the 
cotperation of county superintendents of 
schools and the officers of county farmers’ 
institutes.

sold outside the narrow limits of a drug 
store.

Oi] was struck rignt 
away, and Mr. Lockhart himself brought 
sixty-four barrels of it to Pittsburg.

Two months after this he made hig well 
known trip to Europe. He took a sample of 
both the refined and the crude oll, and sailed 
confident in the expectation that Europe, of 
all places, would prove a splendid market.

Came one of the heaviest stockholders, and 
up to the time of his death was one of the 
potent but retiring figures i: :11 of the com- 
pany’s great operations, and in it had in- 
vested the bulk of his great wealth.

Through the 
arious stages of perfection he carefully led his cherished 
plant until now he announces that he has perfected a- real 
immortelle—not the immortelle of the myths, but an immor- 
telle that really lasts forever. 

It took years to do this—years of unrelenting work and 
study, during which on many occasions complete failure was 
the only hope the results seemed to indicate, but In the end 
the perseverance of the scientist prevailed. Just a year ago 
Mr. Burbank cut a bouquet of the flowers and placed them 
upon the table of his library in his Santa Rosa home. Today 
these same flowers are to be seen in the same bouquet, just 
as fresh and beautifully colored as the day when they were 
plucked, with no blight or fading of color to show that a 
day has elapsed since their removal from the mother plant.

N the thirty-seven cities of thé United States 
which in 1900 had populations exceeding 100,000 
there were 8,017 more divorced women than 
divorced men, while Indianapolis, Ind., led the 
whole list in divorced women and came within 
one place of first In the number of its divorced 
men. 

Fifty-two divorced women in every 1,000 of 
Its population is the unique record of the Indiana capital, 
followed at some distance by Kansas City, Mo., with its 40.9 
grass widows in the 1,000, while Jersey City, N. J., trails 
im at the extreme foot of the list with only 3.8 divorced 
women on the same population basis. 

St. Joseph, Mo., leads with a record breaking 345 grass 
widowers in the 1,000, and, as if this were not enough, it 
shows that more men than women are divorced and living 
there against all the ratios and traditions of the United States 

census bureau. 

If a city of 100,000 population and more has to exceed 13.5 
divorced women and 8.5 divorced men to each 1,000 inhab- 
itants it is outdoing itself. In the thirty-seven cities consid- 
ered in this article there are totals of 18,808 grass widows 
and 10,891 grass widowers out of the population of 13,929,729 
of all ages and conditions. 


Where Are the Divorced Men? 


TLooking over the tabulations of legal widowhood as 
shown by the census the reader is struck by the apparent 
inconsistency of the figures showing the divorced women and 
the numbers of divorced men. The proportion for the popu- 
lation total for the thirty-seven cities is 135 divorced women 
to 85 divorced men in every 10,000 people, a Gifference of 
more than one-third in favor of the men. At a glance one 
is disposed to remark that there should be a grass widower 


' for every grass widow suggested by the census reports. But 


there are at least two good reasons for the condition. 
. ‘Abandonment is the one chief cause of divorce in the United 
States. It is such a real cause that out of its reality it has 
~Gome to be a sham cause as well until judges on the bench 
7Wave uttered protest against the’ ease at which collusion be- 
tween a husband and wife results In divorce. An absence of 
two years on the part of the husband is proved and the com- 
piaining wife gets her decree. 

To abandon a wife after collusion at divorce, the husband 
meeds.to leave his home in order that successful proof may 
be brought to court. Naturally a man fs less inclined to 
paGmit grass widowerhood in a strance city than his wife’ may 
“be to admit it in her own home, where ane is Known perhaps 
even to the census taker.

It is in this possibility of remarriage that the grass wid- 
ower in Louisville, Ky., comes out into the timelight with a 
celerity not equaled anywhere when contrasted with the 3384 
women in every 1,000 population. By the time the official 
canvasser had counted the 33.4 women on the Louisville list 
and turned her attention to the grass widowers of the town 
all but 5.5 of them had remarried or disappeared somewhere. 

Disappearance is not easily accounted for in the let. for 
the reason that only St. Joseph, Mo., has more witowefrs than 
widows of the grass variety, and it has by no means enough 
more of these to account for any sort of a migration te clttes 
of the 100,000 class. With 352 grass widowers and S27 grase 
widows in St. Joseph the unaceounted 8.000 and more witow- 
ers for the group of thirty-seven cities under observation are 
overwhelmingly in favor of the remarriage epeculation.

There have been speculations as te whether or not the 
man who has gone through the divorce mills has not an added 
interest for a wide circle of femininity.
